Assets are good at any time,“ answered 
the judge. “A bank must have good assets 
so that debts can be paid within a reason- 
able time. If a bank has in its vaults what 
it ought to have—imoney or the money's 
worth—the closing of the bank's doors should 
have nothing to do with the realization.” 

“ But—but——” objected Mr. Miller. 

“Put the assets on one side, said the 
judge, rapping the bench to emphasize his 


point, “and what the bank owes on the 
other side. There should be no difficulty 
about that, A good bank would pay within 


a reasonable time whether the controller 
closed the doors or not. There is no evi- 
dence in this case that the Walsh bank did 
this. The evidence shows that there is $7,000, - 
000 still uncollected.“ 

Money Owed by Walsh. 

That money is owed by Mr. Walsh,“ in- 
sisted Mr. Miller.

The proof 
shows that the bank was insolvent. The 
test ie whether the assets exceeded the Ha- 
bilities,” 

“The proof shows that the assets did,” 
said Mr. Miller. 

“The proof shows they did not,“ said the 
judge. “Do you mean to tell me that there 
was no loss there—that that was banking?” 

“I say yes, answered Mr. Miller. “I think

Evanston University Guild Seeks 
to Have Such a Professor. 


WOMAN’S CLUB HAS A PLAN. 


It Proposes to Have Clothes and Shop- 
ping Ethies Taught. 


In the matter of taste in dress and sense 
in shopping women in Chicago and its en- 
virons are to be aided and illumined. 

In Evanston yesterday plans were made 


‘to introduce into Northwestern university a 


department of art appreciation '—a chair 
of “cultivation of good taste.“ This will 
aim especially to instill Into the feminine 
student mind notions of appropriate dress- 
ing. The movement has back of it the lead- 
ing women of the suburb. 

In Chicago in the afternoon the Wé@man's 
club decided that high school courses in 
shopping—including laboratory training in 
the selection and purchase of materials, and 
more general instruction in the ethics of 
the department store—were reforme toward 
which womankind should look. 


University Guild Asks for Chair. 

The project for a teacher of good taste 
at Evanston took form in resolutions adopt- 
ed by the University Guild and soon to be 
presented to President Harris of Northwest- 
ern. The women feel sure he will act favor- 
ably on the proposal. 

The guild, which is composed of both uni- 
versity and townspeople, proposes to sup- 
port, for a term of one year as an experi- 
ment, an instructor whose duty it shall be 
to teach, especially to women students, the 
decadent art of good and appropriate dress- 
ing. All branches of art appreciation, includ- 
ing home bullding and furnishing, will, be 
given. President Harris and the executive 
committee of the university will consider 
the matter at their meeting Monday nignt. 

The plan is the fruit of much considera- 
tion by members of the guild, who long have 
felt a lack in this direction. The feelings of 
the guild that good taste was lacking in much 


ot modern life, and at the university in par- 


ticular, were crystallized some weeks ago 
when its members were addressed by Miss 
Skinner, a teacher of Boston, who pointed 
out the lack in appropriate dress which pre- 
vails among women today. 

Mies Skinner has given the problem of 
women's dress, and the larger problem of the 
application of good taste in all matters, 
much “attention, and her criticisms 
aroused much comment, largely favorable, 
from the members who had individually fe!t 
ag she does. Her name naturally suggests 
itself to the leaders in the movement for the 
new department at the university as the one 
best fitted to take charge of the work. 

The University Guild agrees to finance the 
department for one year, after which time 
the university will pay the instructor, pro- 
viding that the experiment is a success. 

, Ethics of Shopping. 

The Chicago Woman’s club spent the after- 
noon discussing shopping ethics. It found 
hope im the future woman, but saw little 
that would cheer in the present generation. 

Most of us are too old to learn,“ said Mrs. 
Charies Henrotin, a former president of the 
organization. “ We have our fads and our 
foibles, and have been led around all our lives 
by the fashion plate and the shopping mania.

leaty Departments Complete a 


Searching Inspection of the 
560 Institutions. 


ONE IN ELEVEN UNSAFE. 


Authorities Agree to Make All 
Necessary Changes With- 
out Any Delay. 


Inspection of the 860 public and 200 pri- 
vate and parochial school buildings in Chi- 
cago was completed yesterday by captains 
of the fire department and inspectors for 
Acting Building Commissioner Robert 
Knight. Out of the whole number about 
fifty schools were found to be unsafe and 
instructions were given that changes be 
made immediately. 

Delegations from private schools, princi- 
pals and janitors from public schools threat- 
ened with arrest for violation of the city 
ordinances looking to the protection“ of 
school children from danger by fire, flocked 
to the commissioner’s office and promised 
to make any changes desired by the fire 
or building department without delay. 
Notices were served on all schools found not 
to comply with city regulations. 


Asks City for Hose. 

One committee, patrons of a private school 
at Fifty-firet street and Prairie avenue, where 
orders to place hose and other fire apparatus 
in the building were made, appeared in Fire 
Marshal Horan’s office. 

“ We want the fire department to provide us 
with the hose Commissioner Knight told us 
to put in,” said the spokesman. 

“I’m sorry,” replied the ohief, but we 
have no hose to give away. Our hose costs 
the city $1 a foot.” 

“But we must have hose and other fire 
apparatus,” sald another member of the 
committee. 

“You could not use our hose, anyhow,”’ 
said the chief. “It is too heavy to use in 
school buildings. You will have to buy hose, 
and the kind that will suit you won't cost 
more than 30 cents a foot.” 

A representative of Principal John "Doer- 
fier of ithe St. Paul's Evangelical Lutheran 
school, which firemen recommended be closed 
and whose arrest was asked by Commissioner 
Knight, promised all changes desired by the 
building commissioner would be made at 
once. 

Knight Satisfied with Result. 

“Within a few days every school building 
in Chicago will be as safe from fire as is 
Possible,“ said Mr. Knight. The reports 
are practically all in and where changes are 
needed we find the school board and the own- 
ers of private, schools more than willing to 
comply with our Gemands.” 

“The investigation of fire protection in 
schools was the best thing which could have 
happened in Chicago,“ said Chief Horan. 
“I am now confident there could not be a 
Collinwood disaster in the city. 

“In the future I shall advise building 
school houses of not over three stories in 
height. A two story structure would be the 
ideal school house. 

Urge Firemen for Bach School. 

Providing a fireman for every school build- 
ing in Chicago during school hours will be 
a subject to be taken up at the next council 
meeting. The plan of placing firemen at 
these institutions as are now placed at the- 
eaters and halis is advocated by Ald. Charles 
M. Foell of the Twenty-first ward, John 
Derpa of the Eighth, A. D. Williston of the 
Twenty-fifth, and Joseph Uhlir of the 
Twelfth. 

Charges of misconduct in that he had been 
drinking during his hours on duty were made 
against Martin Shields, a janitor of the Shak- 
speare school, Greenwood avenue and Forty- 
sixth street.

Plan Many Improvements. 


Numerous school improvements were 
recommended by the city council's commit- 
tee on schools.

Cu'- 
lerton, School Architect Perkins stated 
that after these outlays the board would 
have about $3,000,000 left for building pur- 


poses. 
« Evanston Schools Safe. 

Two thorough inapections of all public 
schoo! buildings in Evanston have been made 
within the week, and Fire Marshal Harri- 
son yesterday afternoon completed a tour 
of the buildings. He pronounces all the 
schools in that suburb absolutely safe. 

No doors in any of the schools are ever 
locked, though some are s0 arranged that 
they can only be opened from the inside, to 
insure against theft. All doors open out- 
ward. 

Three schools—St. Nicholas, Parochial, and 
Northwestern academy—lack fire drills. In 
all others the fire marshal unexpectedly 
called for a drill, and the pupils were gotten 
out in each case inside of three minutes.

American Armada Expected to Reach 
Magdalena Bay This Afternoon, 
Where Men Will Be Given Rest. 


San Dido, Cal, March 11.—The American 
battleship fleet, under command of Admiral 
Robley D. Evans, is tonight less than 200 
miles south of Magdalen bay, Lower Call- 
fornia, and should reach that island protected 
harbor late tomorrow afternoon.

STATEMENT IS GIVEN OUT. 


Middle Kingdom Claims Course 
Was Right and Abandoned 
Only to Avert War. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PEKING, March 11.—The Chinese govern- 
ment today weakened under the pressure at 
Japan and agreed to release the Tatsu Maru 
and its cargo of war munitions seized a 

month ago off Kin Chow. 

Today the middie kingdom's apology for 
ite wrongfül act was handed to the 
Japanese minister for transmission to his 
government. 

This afternoon an official statement was 
made as ing that China still maintained 
to the world that its course was proper, and 
that the government only yielded because 
of its recognition of force majeure.” 


Japanese Captain Accused. 

The statemeént is ag follows: 

“The Tatsu Maru, anchored first off Chun 
Chow, outside of the Portuguese limits, bu“ 
changed its anchorage within two hours to 
Kin Chow. 

“The Chinese naval police, accompanied 
by the customs foreign officer, boarded ths 
ship and found its holds open and a crane 
ip position ready to discharge the cargo, 
which consisted of ninety-four cases or rifles 
and forty cases of ammunition. 

“The Chinese took nautical observations, 
clearly determining the ship’s position withir 
Chinese waters. Officers were left on board 
for the night and a telegram was sent to 
Canton to the viceroy for instructions. 

The Japanese captain twice offered bribes, 
or the surrender of the cargo, provided the 
ship was not seized. 


Error in Lowering Flag. 

“The Chinese officers, observing that 
Portuguese police boats were hovering 
around the steamer, feared complications, 
and wrongfully hauled down the Japanese 
flag. 

wat 4 o'clock on the second afternoon, no 
Portuguese officials having boarded the ship, 
it proceeded up the Canton river, and the 
next morning the Chinese officials informed 
the captain of the steamer that the customs 
regulations provided for the holding of a 
joint inquiry within three days, but this in- 
quiry was not requested.

2,000 Native Houses in Manila Suburb

houses have been destroyed and 18,000 per- 
sons made homeless in the suburb, Sampaloc, 
as the result of fire, which started this aft- 
ernoon at 2 o’¢lock from a spark froma rail- 
road locomotive.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 11.—It was announced 
today by Postmaster General Buxton in the 
house of commons that fifteen packages of 
registered mall, of considerable value, for- 
warded on the liner Celtic from this country 
to New York, had been lost. 

Mr. Buxton said there was no doubt in the 
minds of the British postal authorities that 
the packages in question were duly placed 
aboard the Celtic. 

The registered mall for this vessel, he said, 
was treated as is all other registered mail ad- 
dressed to America.

The bags, once aboard the steamer, were 
put into a distinct compartment, away from 
the ordinary mail, and no one on board 
touched them until their arrival in New 
York.

WAR ON TO “PORIFY” BANKS 


Arraignment of C. W. Morse Only 
One Step in Campaign. 


“CONSPIRATORS” COMB NEXT. 


| Financier and Former Head of One 


Concern Released on Bail. 


New York, March 11.—[Special.]—The ar- 
raignment of Charles W. Morse and Alfred 
H. Curtis, former officials of the National 
Bank of North America, today under federal 
indictments marked the beginning of a war 
of extermination by the government against 
skyrocket methods in the financial world. 

Morse, who was vice president, and Curtis, 
who was president of the failed bank, are 
charged in the indictments with “ conspiracy 
to defraud the United States government“ 
in addition to the accusation of falsifying the 
books of the bank and with misapplication 
of the funds of the institution. 

The conspiracy charge is construed to 
mean that the Morse method of specula- 
tion by national banks in stocks of other 
banks and corporations and dummy trans 
actions for the purpose of concealing these 
purchlases from national bank examiners 
will de driven out of fashion by the fed- 
era] authorities. 


Law to Find .““Conspirators.” 

Proof of this determination t found in the 
statemem that the prosecution will reach 
behind Morse and Curtis and punish their 
associates. 

In this connection it is significant that the 
indictments against Morse and Curtis 
charges other persons,” who were unknown 
to the grand jury, with „ implicated in 
the alleged conspiracy to 
ernment. The new grand jury, which was 
sworn in today, will continue the banking in- 
quiry in an effort to fix the responsibility on 
thees other persons. 

Many.former directors of the National 
Bank of North America were included as 
eee in the civil actions which were 

begun against Morse to recover more than 
$700,000 alleged to have been lost in some of 
these stock transactions, but the directors 
“have be any knowledge of stock pur-

Deny Guilt; May Amend Plea. 

When Morse and Curtis were arraigned this 
morring before Judge Hough in the United 
States Circuit court they entered pleas of 
not gullty,” reserving, however, the right 
to withdraw or amend the plea later. 

There are twenty-nine counts in the indict- 
ments, and if the defendants are convicted 
on every count it fill be possible to impose 
upon each maximum fines amounting to 
$110,000 and imprisonment for 202 years. 

Bail was fixed in Morse’s case at $380,000 
and in Curtis’ at $10,000. Both men surren- 
dered themselves to the court In accordance 
with an invitation extended by United States 
District Attorney Stimson. 

United States Marshal William Henkel was 
on hand, eager for action, butthe defendants 
were paroled in custody of their lawyers 
pending completion of arrangements for 
ball. :

There is no doubt that more than three 
fourths of the entire battalion did not par- 
‘ticipate in the affray.

There never has been any evidence tend- 


ment of the truth. 

The time limit during which it was possible to 
reinstate any individual soldier in accordange with 
the terms of this order has, however, expired. 

I therefore recommend the passage of a law ex- 
tending this time limit, so far as the soldiers con- 
cerned are affected, until a year after the passage 
of the law, and permitting the reinstatement, by 
direction of the president, of any man who, in his 
judgment, shall appear not to be within the class 
whose discharge was deemed necessary in order, 
to maintain the discipline and morale of the army.

Protection 
for every man who wants to work, and a 
guarantee of his right to enjoy the fruit 
of his labor; just laws which hold each and 
every man accountable to the law and to do 
his share towards the support of public 
works and charities. 


The Labor-Socialists are opposed and their 
measures ARE RIGHT NOW BEING 
PRESSED WITH GREAT STRENGTH to 
make them into laws.

Any 
employee hurt, even by his own negligence, 
ig to be paid a sum to be extracted from the 
stockholders. There are over 77,000 stock- 
holders in one American Ry. Many are 
widows and in some cases their hard earned 
money and savings invested thus is the main 
source of their bread and butter. But a 
part at least is to be taken from them to be 
given to the unfortunate “Unthrifty,” 

That would be benevolence if it was not 
a legal robbery; of some to make gifts to 
others. 

Then it is the plan to extend this forced 
benevolence to the individual employer, just 
as the Labor-Socialists have succeeded in 
doing in England. It is an active working 
law there now in operation under which, if, 
for instance, a house servant has an acci- 
dent, no matter whether about the house or 
elsewhere, and becomes disabled, the em- 
ployer’s property is held to pay one pound 
[about $5.00] a week for the balance of the 
life of the servant. : 

Thus in a few years with a bad run of 
‘luck’’ the home-owner might have saddled 
on him a half dozen such pensioners ‘and 
his property held to pay perhaps $25.00 to 
$50.00 a week. 

Do you see how adroitly this extracts 
money from the thrifty? 

We will all admit that the injured should 
have help; that is human benevolence. 
Every permanently injured poor man should 
have a public home to live in free, all the 
balance of his days; he has, we will say, 
done his share of the work of the world and 
is entitled to its care. The law should pro- 
vide that he had, during his well days, con- 
tributed his share, small or great, towards 
the support of such homes, That is the 
German law. In other words, every man, 
Labor-Socialists and Home-Owner, should 
contribute for this pension. 

But the Labor-Socialist plans to take only 
the money of ONE CLASS. THE THRIFTY, 
and give it to the unthrifty. g 

That would be a fine levied on the man 
tor being thrifty and offer a reward of im- 
munity to the man who would “drink up 
his extra money. It says, Don't own @ 
home or you will become a member of a 
class which we propose to milk.” 

Later on we are to have “OLD AGE PEN- 


| SIONS” for every man when he reaches, say 


60 years. 

That law is under consideration in Eng- 
land now. The plan is a noble one, for it 
would remove that awful ghost of fear which 
haunts most people. Every man should pay 
a small tax towards this desirable benevo- 
lence, But notice, when the Labor-Social- 
ist leaders in England were asked if the 
members of their class would contribute, 
the answer was, Not one farthing.”

WHAT DO THE PEOPLE WANT?! 

If there is any way of finding out how a 
Majority of the people of Chicago living 
south of Sixty-third street think the trac- 
tion situation in that part of the city 
should be handled their opinion should be 
learned and made the basis of action on 
the part of the council. The question is 
whether the South Chicago and Calumet 
electric lines shall be allowed to consolidate 
and be granted an extension of their priv- 
ileges for nineteen years, or whether they 
hall run as they are until their franchises 
shall expire and the territory they now 
eccupy be turned over to the Chicago 
City railway company. 

In one case the people who are now 
served by the two roads would get in a 
short time much better service than they 
now do, and some of them would pay one 
fare to get north of Sixty-third street 
where they now pay two fares. In the 
other case they would have to put up for 
several years with the inconveniences they 
now endure, but at the end of that time 
they would get excellent service, and all 
of them would pay one fare instead of 
two. 

It has been suggested that it would be 
@ happy compromise for the Chicago City 
railway company to absorb the Calumet 
and South Chicago lines now and thus 
give at once to the people who depend 
on them better service and lower fares. 
But the Chicago City railway company 
fould not be compelled to do this, and 
might not see enough profit in it at this 
time to make it advisable. If it be the 
intention, as has been reported, to unite 
soon the City railway company and the 
Chicago Railways company, the consoli- 
Gated corporation will have all that it 


Will wish to care for in the way of recon- 


struction outside of the lines in the Calu- 
met country. 

The committee on local transportation 
might try to find out whether the Chi- 
cago City railway company is now ready 
to take over those lines, which in the 
pear future will be quite profitable. If 
it be ready the matter can be arranged 

y. If not, then the committee should 

out, and be governed by, the pre- 
yailing sentiment of the patrons of the 
Calumet and South Chicago lines. 


THE LOOP INSPECTORSHIP. 

The decision to place an inspector in 
charge of police activities within the loop 
district is a praiseworthy one. The area 
is a distinct one with its own special 
problems. It is a city by itself. It is 
visited daily by many thousands of peo- 
ple who live outside its boundaries. To 
these persons city administration to a 
great degree is that which they see while 
“downtown.” They share this notion 
with the stranger within the gates. To 
the large majority of visitors from other 
places “Chicago” is the Chicago which 
ls seen within the loop. 

Another feature of the situation is that 
traffic of the city is largely congested 
within the loop. When conditions in Ohi- 
cago are compared with those in other 
cities the amount of traffic which centers 
in a district a mile square is seen to be 
notably large.

Their 
consolation, if they need one, may be 
found in the fact that national gatherings 
of the republican party do not act on sud- 
den impulse.

ELEVATED THROUGH ROUTES. 

Loop congestion continues, but the ef- 
forts to devise a plan to lessen it seem to 
have come to a sudden stop. The com- 
mittee on local transportation appears to 
be marking time. Perhaps it is waiting 
for the Aller L“ to make up its mind 
as to the proposition of the Northwestern 
elevated that the two roads shall establish 
through routes. They will not need the 
concurrence or assent of the other ele- 
vated roads. Nor could those roads have 
any objection, because the proposed 
through routes would benefit them by re 
lieving the pressure on the loop. 

The traction companies have settled 
without the least difficulty the question 
of the division of the earnings of the cars 
which are to be put on the through 
routes they will soon be operating. The 
north and south side elevated roads can 
arrange with equal ease for the equitable 
division of the earnings of any through 
cars that they may run. There is really 
only one thing in the way of their adopt- 
ing a through routing plan and making 
travel easier for the patrons of all the 
roads. 

That one thing is the apparent disin- 
elination of the management of the Alley 
L“ to consent to an arrangement 
which is in its own interest as much as 
that of the general public. A cut in the 
dividend rate has been followed by a drop 
in the selling value of Alley L” ‘stock. 
What is needed to restore the old rata 
and the old selling price is more trafic. 
That traffic cannot be secured by a re- 
fusal to agree to measures which wouid 
improve the service and attract passen- 
ers, 

The committee on local transportation 
should not wait indefinitely on the con- 
venience of the men who control the 
Aller L.“ They have had sufficient 
time in which to determine what they are 
going to do. If they mean to unite with 
the Northwestern elevated in establishing 
through rontes let them say so. If they 
do not intend to do so they should let it 
be known, so that the committee on local 
transportation may try to work out some 
other scheme for the betterment of service 
on the elevated roads.

I find that in December, 1004, T received a 
number of letters about an individual who 
must be the twin brother of thie soidisant 
Prince Charles of Bourbon now in Philae- 
delphia, : 

The letters of four years ago also were full 
of inquiries concerning a Prince Charles of 
Bourbon,” who was then floating around the 
various boarding houses in Madison avenue, 
who declared himself to be married to a Miss 
Conger, daughter of an American admiral, 
to be the son of Archduke Albert of Austria 
and a grandson of a princess of Bourbon. 

He also claimed to possess richts to the 
throne of Bulgaria, and to have been driven 
from Austria on account of his wife being a 
Protestant. 


Now, in the first place, let me say that 
there are no authentic Princes Charles of 
Bourbon save Don Carlos, the legitimist pre- 
tender to the throne of Spain, who lives in 
the palace of Loredan at Venice with his 
second wife, Princess Bertha Rohan, and who 
is one of the best knewn figures in Burope. 

The only other Prince Charies of Bourbon 
is the prince whose wedding to the sister of 
[jae duke of Orleans last November attracted 
o much attention and led to a gathering of 
royal personages from all parts of the world 
to Wood Norton, the duke of Orleans’ Eng- 
lieh country seat, where the ceremony took 
place. 

That Prince Charles of Bourbon makes his 
home at Madrid, where he has been until 
now the mentor and the principal chum and 
adviser of his brother-indaw, King Alfonso. 

He has lately returned to the Spanish cap- 
ital with his bride after spending their honey- 
moon in Egypt. He is a son of the claimant 
to the throne of Naples, who goes by the 
name of the count of Caserta, and is the 
only one of the latter's eleven children who 
bears the name of Charles. 

— 


The late duke of Parma, who died a few 
weeks ago and who was chief of the Parma 
branch of the house of Bourbon, had no less 
than twenty-one children by his two mar- 
riages, but not one of them bears the name 
of Charles. 

In fact, as I have mentioned above, there 
are only two bona fide Charles of Bourbon— 
namely: Don Carlos, the legitimist pretender 
to the crown of Spain, and that infant Carlos 
of Spain whe is the brother-in-law of Don 
Alfonso. 

Consequently the individual who is parad- 
ing around this country styling himself 
Prince Charles of Bourbon is making use of 
borrowed plumes and has no right whatso- 
ever to the title of prince. 

l have before me, moreover, a list of those 
various princes of the house of Bourbon who, 
having contracted nonroyal, that is to say, 
morganatic, marriages, have not transmitted 
to their sons the right to style themselves 
* princes '’ of Bourbon. 

But among all their children, some twenty 
or more in number, who may have a right 
to the name of Bourbon, but not to the title 
of prince, I cannot find one that bears the 
Christian name of Charles or who in any 
way anewers the description of the individ- 
val Who is posturing at Philadelphia as 
Prince Charles of Bourbon. 
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Mrs. Conger, the widow of the former 
American minister to China, and who now 
makes her home at Pasadena, Cal., would be 
probably the first to disavow the individual 
in question. 

Certain it is that he holds no colonelcy in 
the Austrian army, no commission of admiral 
in the Spanish navy, that he is not even re- 
lated in a morganatic sense to the house of 
Bourbon or in an illegitimate way to the im- 
perial family of Hapsburg, and that he has 
never been banished from the court of Aus- 
tria for marrying a Protestant for the simple 
reason that he has never formed parbthereot.

King Alfonso of Spain, who has just ap- 
pointed his former private secretary and 
mentor, Merry del Val (brother of the car- 
dinal secretary of state at the vatican), to 
the post of Spanish minister plenipotentiary 
at Tangier, is giving more than ordinary in- 
dorsement and support to three measures 
which have been introduced by his govern- 
ment. 

One of them provides that any duel fought 
without the quarrel having been previously 
submitted to a court of honor and the con- 
sent of the latter obtained to the combat shall 
be treated as a penal offense without at- 
tenuating circumstances, and that in the 
event of the wounding or killing of either of 
the principals in such a duel both the prin- 
cipals and the seconds should be proceeded 
against in the criminal courts for asgault 
with intent to kill or for willful murder, 

No such proceedings will be taken where 
the combat has been authorized after due 
consideration by courts of honor. 

The second measure is one which prohibits, 
without the government's consent, the ex- 
port or the sale to foreigners of any works 
of art and archeological treasures possessed 
of a national interest and which may be 
owned by public institutions, by churches, 
convents, or monasteries, or by private citi- 
zens. . 

In fact, the law is to be on the same lines 
as that which has existed for a number of 
years past in Italy, and which was first in- 
augurated by the holy seat when the papacy 
was still a temporal power.

The third measure is one which vests in the 
hands of the government the power to expel 
from the kingdom, without any process of 
law, but merely by administrative order, 
any one known to belong to anarchical as- 
sociations, or who by means of speech, let- 
ters, print, or pictures has sought to propa- 
gate anarchical doctrines, 

In fact, it is intended that instead of waiting 
for an anarchist to commit an outrage before 
arresting, trying, and,punishing him, the 
mere fact that he is an anarchist and in 
sympathy with the ideals and doctrines of 
anarchy shall be considered in itself as a 
crime sufficient to render him worthy of

Pittsburg, Pa., March 11.—[Special.]—That 
a principal or teacher of a school has a right 
to chastise a pupil, even with a barrel stave, 
was the decision of the Allegheny County 
court here today when Prof. T. Frank Tabor, 
former principal of the Crescent school, was 
found not guilty of cruelty. 

Some months ago Tabor whipped William 
Quinn, 13 years old, with a barrel stave in 
the school room, and it was alleged that he 
had abused the led. He had taken him from 
a female teacher who was whipping him with 
a rattan and had apparently used up the 
remnants of a small bobsied on him. Judge 
John D. Shaffer, in charging the jury, said: 

“When a school board rules that cor- 
poral punishment can be administered in 
a school the teacher has as much right to 
punish as has the parent.“ Judge Shaffer 
had taken a hand in questioning the boy 
himself.

George F. Stone Says ‘American. Busi- 
ness Men Point to Teutons’ Experi- 


ence with Restrictive Legisiation. 


The -unsatisfactory working out of the 
German laws restricting trading in grain 
futures is pointed out as an object lesson 
particularly apt just ‘at pregent, when legis- 
lative measures aimed at speculation are 
taking so much of the attention of the busi- 
ness world. | : 

„Those who are acquainted with the dis- 
astrous effects which followed the enactment 
of the German. anti-boerse law of 1896 pre- 
dict a similar train of evils fromany attempt 
to enforce a similar law in this country,” 
said George F. Stone of the Chicago board 
ot trade yesterday. The German govern- 
ment itself opposed the restrietions. The 
fact that the German law resulted in closing 
the produce and stock exchanges has brought 
Ameritan brokers to a realibation they possi- 
bly may be legislated out of business. 

A report of the Senior Merchants’ organ- 
ization of Berlin asserts that out of the wreck 
and ruin which the law of 1896 induced few 
have escaped without serious loss. 

„Great confidence is felt by business men 
that the example of Germany will go far 
towards demonstrating the unfitness of the 
American anti-board of trade movement.

Tt was difficult to find two men to agree on 
Wednesday's cattle market.
